The failure to org anize a-AVheat Board to assume. full charge of the mar- 
‘keting of this season’ s grain crop in Western Canada leaves the situation this 
year much the same 4s a year age when a slump in prices took place as soon 
as'the grain began to be placed on the market. The fall in prices was 60 
great as to completely wipe oll, in thousands of instances, the farmers’ profit 
and to bring the selling price actually below the cost. of production. Not- 
withstanding a fairly good yield im many parts of the West last year farmers 
sustained financial loss. ‘ 

Now with the 1922 wheat crop about to be uLite, and with the best 
crop since the banner 1915 to be sold, it is of the utmost importance 
that this huge volume of wheat should not be forced on té the market at once, 
the ineyitable result of which would be to cause a “break” in prices that 
would be disastrous and spell ruin to many people. , 

But, in the absence of-a Wheat Bourd,4s it possible to check and control 
the marketing of grain by tens of thousands of individual farmers? These 
farmers have contracted debts they must pay and are anxious to pay. The 
Fall and early Winter months, following the harvest, is° the period for the 
Nquidation of liabilities. Banks, mortgage companies, implement companies, 
merchants and individual creditors all expect and call on the farmer to “pay 
up” at this time and each and all usually proceed With measures ‘to “collect.” 
The wholesaler and ipbber who. has extended credit to merchants on the 
strengih of the credit the metclhant bas given to farmers makes demand for 
his money, thus leaving the merchant;no Option but to press the farmer. And 
the wholesaler is forced to do this, because the manufacturer is calling upon 
him to retire his notes. And back of the manufacturer is the Bank which 
advanced large loans to enable him 40 keep his factory busy and his men em- 
ployed during the season when little ready money was-coming in. The 
Banks, too, have -made-advances not only to the manufacturers, but all down 
the line to. wholesalers, jobbers, mérchants and farmers, and have financed 
mortgage and other companies during a period when they could not collect 
even interst in many cases not to mention principal sums. 

Everybody will recognize, of eourse, ‘that the Banks cannot go on in- 
definitely advancing money on loan unless such loans are repaidand periodi- 
cally there is a general liquidation of outstanding liabilities. Only 
Banks function properly, the interests of depositors be safeguarded, 
financial stability of the country be maintained. : . 

While fully things there is a factor in the present. situa- 
ifon that must be taken into account if irreparable loss is nofto be inflicted, 
not on the farmer alone; but upon every ni ifional interest, the Banks. and other 
large financial institutions not excepted. ;

Failure on the part of 
the farmer to pay will react immediately on merchant, wholesaler, manufac- 
turer and Bank, and ultimately on the nation as a whole. . 

It, therefore, is not in the interests of the farmer alone that. every effort 
should be made, and every device provided, to render unnecessary The dump- 
ing of the crop on the market immediately. following threshing. It is as 
much in the interest of the Hastern manulacturer and financter as it is in the 
interest of the Western farmer that wheat prices be maintained.

Completed in Alberta this Year 
Contracts for 1,100 miles rural tele- 
phone line 
awarded by the Alberta Telephone. De- 
partment comprising the second in- 
stalment -of the Government's pro- 
gramme for the 1922 season. The 
| mileage’ represented in these con- 
tracts, six in number, 
all parts of Central and Southern Al- 
berta, and the total expenditure in- 
volved will be about $125,000.

New Method 
For Analyzin 
: Chemis 
Sclentiste Achieve Wonderful Resulte 
With Use of X-Rays 

A brand new method of analyzing 
chemical was made public to On- 
tario druggists who dined in the Con- 
naught Hotel recently as the guests 
of Harold F. Ritchie, Toronto distribu- 
tor, when Dr. Wheeler P, Davey, re- 
search physicist at the General Eleo 
‘tric Company, outlined some of the 
uses to which the X-rays have been 
put, and which’are not familiar to the 
general public. 

X-rays of,a wave length such that 
140 million ripples are contained in 
the compass of one centimeter is thé 
medium which Dr. Davey hopes will 
shortly supplement the analyses which 
all chemists and druggists ‘have to 
make at the present time, and which 
will afford satisfactory method of 
determining the state of combination 
of many chemicals, which are at pres- 
ent the bugbear of analytical chemis- 
try. 

The method is already beyond the 
experimental stage, and has been 
| successfully utilized in differentiating

| guished in any other way.

“The new -method of analysis. is 
ifounded on ,the pioneer work of 
Prof. Bragg, in England, which was 
later modified. by Dr. A: W. Hull, of 
the staff of the research laboratories 
the General Electric Company.” 
Dayey told his audience, “It has 
hold. to such an extent that 
|many. men in the United States and 
Canada are using it. The data which 
all of these workers are accumulating 
together with the results at the G. E 
laboratories, may eventually make it 
possible to use the method as.a-sys- 
tem of chemical analysis, as Well as 
a means of detecting impurities.” 

“I do not suggest that the X-ray 
method will eventually become the 
only, one. which analysists will use, 
‘but [ am confident that within ‘ten 
years, the purity of any substances 
| which can be secured in crystals will 
not bs considered certain until a 
film has been made of it as I have 
described.” 

In pointing out that X-ray analysis 
furnishes a new weapon to druggists 
for detecting the impurities in certain 
of their products, Dr. Lavey cited a 
case in the:Schenectady Laboratories, 
whereby one of the ordinary sals had 
been shown impure by the new meth- 
od, although its makers, having only 
the off tests to apply, were quite con- 
fident that they were dispensing their 
products 100 per cent. pure.

30,000 Claims Presented 


A. Meets With Success 
Securing Adjustments 


The total number of claims present- 
ed for adjustment under the Clean 
Sweep Campaign conducted by the 
Dominion Command G.W,V.A., up to 
August Ist, was in excess of 30,000. 

The- campaign now in its tenth 
month has been the means of secur- 
ing for ex-service men, women and de. 
pendents, adjustments of war service 
gratuity, pay and allowances, pensions 
and other monetary claims in excess 
of twa million dollars. Claims for 
hospitalization, medica] attention, dis- 
certificates, medals, scrolls 
and plaques, civil service bonus, 
travelling expemses’ and “dozens of 
other matters arising from war sérv- 
ice have also been atijusted. It has 
been impossible to estimate the exact 
percentage of adjustments setured as 
several thousand of the cases are still 
pending. In previous months the 
average has been between 30 and 40 
per cent. 

“There are few people who realize 
the large number of individual prob- 
lems that have arisen from war serv- 
ice since the sigriing. ®f the Armis- 
tice,’ Dominion President R. B. 
well of the G.W.V.A., stated ‘this week. 
“Including the 30,000 claims resulting 
from the Clean Sweep Campaign, the 
Dominion Command of. this associa- 
tion has handled in. excess of 100,000 
individual cases since its formation 
more than five years ago. A «rather 


remarkable .feature of this unique 


work is that the G.W'‘V.A. has given 
service regardless. of whether the 


claimant was a member of the organt- 
zation or not. Asa result nearly 50 


per cent. of the adjustment work has 
been for, non-members, inciuding, of 
course, many dependents, as far as 


can be estimated. The cost of the’ 
work has been borne entirely by the 
association.”

The 
controlling principle is electro-mag-. 
netism. The current is drawn from 
a battery inclosed in a brass cylin- 
der. The battery drives the pendu- 
lum, and the pendulum in turn acts 
as a niotor and dynamo, and gener- 
ates the required current. Just 
sufficient current- is used to keep the 
battery alive. ; 

Even at the end of 10 years wind- 
ing. is unnecessary. if the battery 
is renewed after that time the clock 
will go on until the end of the world, 
or, at least, until the mechanism 
“busts.”
